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"Mission Improvisation" 

Aspiring Musicians Join Forces 
By Laura McLean 

Noisy band practices in the garage are a rite of 
passage for aspiring music makers, today just as they 
were for previous generations. It may not always sound 
like music to the discerning ear, but at its heart is some- 
thing very vital to the budding musicians: improvisation. 

Improvisation, believes Tom Bliss, is more than 
a spontaneous diversion from routine practice. It can, he 
says, be used as a tool with the ultimate goal of perform- 
ing. The Mattapoisett father of two eager young jazz 
saxophonists, has devised a concept that he calls "Mis- 
sion: Improvisation" that he hopes will encourage more 
jamming among area youngsters. 

"Mission Improvisation is an ironic twist on the 
name of the classic television show Mission Impossible. 
Though improvising in jazz is not nearly as difficult as the 
schemes undertaken by the Mission Impossible team, it can 
be exciting, challenging and rewarding just the same," Mr. 
Bliss said. 

Watching his sons' Travis, 12, and Michael, 10, 
performances on saxophone in the school band, he real-

ized that solo improvising as a combo in a bandstand set- 
ting would be a valuable addition to the classroom music 
experience. Back when he was playing tuba in his high 
school band this sort of opportunity did not exist.

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side mainstream pop culture, we should make an effort 
to expose as much of the community to improvisation as 
possible, especially grade school children," Mr. Bliss said. 

By using a tried and true system of playing along 
to pre-recorded rhythm section on CDs and trading 
improvised solos with fellow musicians, a budding jazz 
artist can prepare to dazzle audiences in his or her own 
home, said Mr Bliss. 

He is planning to set up a clinic with local jazz 
professionals to listen to the soloists and help polish the 
presentations, aiming to eventually have the combos 
perform for small audiences. The secondary benefit from 
play along, CDs from the popular publishers such as 
Aebersold or Hal Leonard is that musicians will share the 
same starting point, "simple blues tunes in common keys 
that will make it possible to have some jam sessions and 
impromptu combos," he said. 

"Our young jazz musicians will certainly benefit 
from hooking up with the great pool of talent in greater 
New Bedford," said Mr Bliss, emphasizing the impor- 
tance of showing the community, "especially children," 
the joys of plajdng an instrument and creating music from 
deep inside.

(MAB) to discuss needed repairs to the town wharfs. 

"We met with the MAB last week and we were 
first concentrating on Barstow's Wharf, because there has 
been some subsidance," Mr. Field said. "All in all, if s a 
weathering issue. The pier is in really good shape, over- 
all. What we had proposed to the MAB is to get a good 
handle on exactly how if s built and what it's existing 
conditions are." 

Mr. Field said they are proposing to do some 
test pits and borings to determine what the best way to 
proceed with repairs to the piers should be. He'll need to 
know the condition of the base structure of the piers be- 
fore he can proceed. He estimated the project would cost 
about $10,000. 

"This would come out of the Waterfront Enter- 
prise Fund, so it won't have any impact on the taxpayers," 
Selectman Andrews said. 

Mr. Botelho suggested this proposal go before 
the newly-formed Capital Planning Committee for their 
input. 

The board unanimously voted to support the 
project and recommended the Capital Planning Commit- 
tee make it a priority for the 2006-2007 fiscal funding year. 

Under discussion items. Selectman Andrews said 
he will be meeting with the general contractors at Center 
School to discuss final repairs and adjustments that need 
to be done — in particular, some minor roof leaks and 
problems with the heating system. Final payments are be- 
ing withheld until this work is completed.

VOMITING CATS 

I have 2 cats. Both have vomited in the house a few times a week since I 
have ovmed them. The 5 year old female really ■pigs out. She eats her dry 
cat food really fast and then vomits it about 5 minutes later. We try feeding 
her small, frequent meals and that seems to help but it is labor intensive. 

Do you have any thoughts? 

Cats that eat their food very rapidly and then vomit need to have 
their food intake slowed down. Try covering the food with 2-4 golf 
balls. The cat will have to nudge the balls out of the way to get a 
mouthfuU and this will slow down their eating. Changing from dry 
to canned food may also help but will make more of a mess if it 
doesn't stay down. 

My other cat has always vomited 3-4 times a week. She vomits, food some- 
times and just yellow frothy bile at others. Occasionally there is a clump of 
hair in the vomit. She seems healthy and happy otherwise. What can I do 
to help her? 

This may be more difficult to manage. Cats with this pattern of 
vomiting may have a mmiber of problems. Two of the more com- 
mon are a bacterial infection in the stomach caused by Helicobacter 
felis or a condition called inflammatory bowel disease. Try chang- 
ing your cats diet to a different kind of food. Often the use of a pre- 
mium cat food will help. If 2-3 diet changes over a couple of months 
is not helpful then discuss the problem with your veterinarian.

At 7:06 pm the board met with members of the 
Finance Committee (FinCom), Peter Kenney of the Plym- 
outh County Health Group, and Insurance Consultant 
Edd Byrnes to discuss the town's future health insurance 
options. 

Mr. Byrnes said he has been reviewing the town's 
insurance claims history for the past couple of months 
to see what its best options would be, and has compared 
their current coverage under the Plymouth County Health 
Group with the newly-formed Gateway Health Group, of 
which both Mattapoisett and Marion are charter mem- 
bers. 

"Your (claims experience) is still transpiring in 
the same way as the other communities currently in (the 
Gateway Health Group)," Mr. Byrnes said. "We're also go- 
ing to be looking at the Cape Cod Health Group ... or any 
other (carriers) which would save the town money." 

"First let me start with some good news ... an 
audit was just completed and Plymouth County's Health 
Care Plan's reserves just went from $6.9 to $8.9 million," 
Mr. Kenney said. "I'm here tonight to ask you to remain a 
valued (member)." 

According to Mr. Kenney, the deadline to disaffili- 
ate from the Plymouth County Health Group is December 
31 with an effective date of July 1, 2006. "The reason there 
is that deadline is we need time to develop rates," he said.

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Mr. Kenney noted that by remaining with Plym- 
outh County the town could continue to have the flexibil- 
ity to vary monthly premium payments as needed. "You 
currently are three months in arrears ... a little in excess of 
$200,000," Mr. Kenney said. "Thaf s a little xmusual, but 
we've been told by the Town Treasurer that she's awaiting 
tax payments." 

Mr. Kenney also stressed that remaining with 
Plymouth County is beneficial given its past track record 
and the sheer number of subscribers. 

"You're in a group with 10,000 subscribers ... and 
you're not looking at any significant rate increases over 
the next year — maybe about 10 percent or less," Mr. Ken- 
ney said. "When you're looking at a group like Gateway, 
it's very difficult to look at their claims experience since 
they've only been around a few months." 

Mr. Byrnes said right now there are about 1,000 
subscribers in the Gateway Health Group and the premi- 
um rates for the coming year would be about four percent 
lower than those currently charged by the Pljonouth 
Coimty Health Group. 

"There's never going to be a huge difference (in 
rates)," Mr. Byrnes said. 

"The whole concept of managing your own 
health care and seeing significant discounts is pretty much 
in dispute," Mr. Kenney countered.

disaffiliate and join the Gateway Health Group in 2006. 

"If (they offer) the same plans, I'm inclined to 
give (Gateway) a shot for a year," Selectman Nunes said. 

"We'll get as much information (on the health 
care plans) as we can this week and make a decision on 
Tuesday," Chairman Laboa said. 

The board next discussed the water quality is- 
sue at Rochester Memorial School with Board of Health 
(BOH) Chairman John Lafreniere and Facilities Manager 
Michael Meunier. Both have solicited bids to repair and 
replace the existing water treatment system at the school 
with a new charcoal-filter system. 

"The total cost looks like it's going to be around 
$32,000," Mr. Lafreniere said. 

"I've been told there is resistance going back to 
public water (from parents) unless there's approval from 
(the Department of Environmental Protection)," Chair- 
man Laboa said. "With the quotes for the filter system that 
(Mr. Lafreniere and Mr. Meunier) have gotten, we've been 
told by DEP that they'd pretty much guarantee ... clean 
drinking water." 

Chairman Laboa noted the school has been 
spending about $500 a week on bottled water since this 
problem arose at the start of the school year. They hope 
the proposed $32,000 upgrade will alleviate the need for 
expending $500 a week on bottled water. 

"What we're talking about now is getting rid of 
solvents in the water," Mr. Lafreniere said. "Again, they're 
not at a level that's harmful, but I can understand the 
School Superintendent wanting to bring in bottled water." 

Mr. Lafreniere said he will be meeting with School 
Superintendent Dr. William Cooper on Friday to review 
these proposed upgrades and the board agreed to revisit 
this matter during their December 27 meeting. 

In other matters: 

• Mr. Huntoon advised that needed repair work 
on the roof and windows at Memorial School would cost 
an estimated $2 million. 

"The roof is leaking extensively ... it's going to be 
a costly job," Mr. Meunier agreed, adding he expects final 
estimates within the month with a deadline for construc- 
tion bids set for April 1, 2006. 

"It's going to have to be an override," Mr. Hunt-

First Congregational' s music director Matt Rich- 
ard — a jazz musician himself — had attended a jazz ser- 
vice in Manhattan this past summer and it inspired him to 
bring that t5^e of worship to his home church.

Held one Sunday evening each month, 
the service includes spiritual readings, prayers, a short 
three- to four-minute sermon, and silent reflection, along 
with several different pieces of jazz music. Each month, 
Mr. Richard and different jazz musicians he has recruited, 
play a prelude, postlude, offering and medley related to a 
theme chosen for that month. 

At each of these all-volunteer services, a freewill 
collection is taken up and given to the themed specific 
Hussion need. Proceeds from the services have benefited 
local families at Thanksgiving, helped Gulf Coast relief ef- 
forts, contributed to the Native American Ministries fund, 
and are earmarked to benefit local families during the 
holiday season through the Neediest Family Fund. 

The services, which attract both members and 
non-members of all ages, are getting rave reviews and the 
audience continues to grow as word spreads. 

"Our first service brought in about 25 people," 
said Reverend McClure. "Four months later it was up to 
65 and we expect it to continue growing as word gets out.

ORR Task Force 

During the several School Committee debates 
over a policy governing the use of passive breathalyzer 
equipment at high school dances, there has been consider- 
able interest expressed in an effort to engage more area 
citizens in other strategies designed to dissuade the use of 
alcohol and illegal drugs by the young people of the tri- 
town communities. While agreeing that the breathalyzer 
equipment might be of limited use as a deterrent on those 
evenings when it is in use in conjunction with major social 
functions, the School Committee members recognize that 
the problems associated with under-age drinking and ille- 
gal drug use cannot be addressed without very significant 
24-7 efforts by parents and their children, and the school 
and community resources that support both.

on plans and practices that might be used to reduce the 
use of alcohol and illegal drugs by our students.

the matter of drug and alcohol usage by our students. 

Although each year will have disciplinary cases 
involving students either using or being under the influ- 
ence of drugs or alcohol at school, the number of such 
incidents is quite low. The school's policy and practice 
when students are caught using or in possession of drugs 
or alcohol are quite strong and generally sufficient to de- 
ter such risk taking. The use of drugs or alcohol outside of 
the school confines seems to be a more significant aspect 
of this issue. Are there strategies that school personnel or 
other community agencies could support that would be 
useful to parents and young people of the tri-town com- 
munities in helping to lower the use of drugs or alcohol 
and, therefore, the life risks too often associated with use 
of the illegal substances?

bars. "But the whole idea of banking was changing, and 
they decided to get into our business, too." Citizens pur- 
chased US Finance Corporation in 1969. 

Mr. Graboys was hired by then-Citizens Chair- 
man (and former Foundation board member) Bill Heisler, 
thus beginning his ultimate rise within that institution to 
president, chairman, and CEO, in 1981.

King Kong. Starring Naomi Watts, Jaclc 
Blacic, and Adrien Brody. Directed by Pe- 
ter Jaclison.

I Peter Jackson's King Kong is a massive 
^ fetish object — his gift to himself for bringing 
^ home the bacon (and the Oscars) withidsLordof 
" the Rings trilogy. He's unquestionably a master, 
and this is unquestionably a piece of work — an 
impassioned act of tribute to Jackson's favorite movie, the hoary old 1933 
original — but I can't really call it a masterpiece. I found it diverting yet 
exhausting, a nineteen-course meal from a chef who insists on feeding 
you long after you've unbuckled your belt and called it quits. This Kong 
rumbles on for three hours and seven minutes, twice as long as the '33 
version, and also twice as long as Jackson's previous (and, 1 continue to 
think, his best) ode to star-crossed love. Heavenly Creatures. 

Yet the movie's length isn't really the issue (aside from a few flabby 
spots, it flies by); the problem is Jackson's eagerness to wow you. He's like 
a little kid making you sit through an epic re-enactment of his fantasies us- 
ing his toy dinosaurs and gorillas. And not just one or two toys, but dozens 
of them. When the tramp steamer Venture finally arrives at the desolate 
Skull Island (after about an hour of screen time), the heroes — including 
struggling actress Ann Darrow (Naomi Watts), obsessed moviemaker 
Carl Denham (Jack Black), and playwright Jack Driscoll (Adrien Brody) 
— spend lots of time running away from dinos, bats, large and disgusting 
bugs, and a director with a serious case of overindulgence. After a while 
the spectacle becomes like a blunt object grinding into your forehead. 

In all versions of this tale, the beast's tragic error is to fall for a blonde. 
Jackson has blithely retained the material's sexist and racist elements; in 
some schools of thought, the story is a warning to black men to stay away 
from white women. Naomi Watts' Ann Darrow is a comedienne who wins 
Kong's heart by doing Vaudeville routines. The erotic subtext of the 1933 
version (who can forget Kong pulling off Fay Wray's clothes and sniffing 
his fingertips?) and also the 1976 version is gone, replaced by a sort of 
teddy-bear affection that goes both ways: Ann and Kong think of each 
other as lovable pets. She also asserts herself with Kong, but not nearly as 




much — or as amusingly — as Jessica Lange in the much-criticized '76 
remake. 

King Kong is curiously humorless for a movie about a 25-foot simian 
going mooshy over adame. Even at its sprawling length, it scarcely has room 
to breathe; Jackson is always rushing along to the next thing, and even the 
sporadic attempts at beauty (like the overtly Hallmark-card moment when 
Ann and Kong enjoy a sunset and she teaches him the word "beautiful," 
a moment sappily reprised at the end) are banal. Happily lost inside his 
WETA kingdom in New Zealand, Jackson appears to have forgotten what 
people are about. He gets a terrible performance from Adrien Brody, who 
seems restless — he's not a green-screen actor by temperament. Jack Black 
does Orson Welles lite, cranking his damn camera when all hell is breaking 
loose; Jackson clearly identifies with Carl Denham's relentless showman's 
instinct, but all we see is an arrogant twit willing to get everyone killed 
just to make a name for himself 

Some of King Kong is entertaining, if oversold. A fight between Kong 
and one T-rex would be fine (and was fine in the original), but Jackson has 
Kong fend off three of them at once, imtil we can finally enjoy a showdown 
between the big ape and the toughest of the dinos. The New York of the 
1 930s is, to use a cliche, lovingly recaptured, though it's a New York known 
only in movies. King Kong is far from a failure of energy or imagination 
— Jackson's enthusiasm is often infectious, and the critical rhapsodies 
probably refer to the sheer big, thick, movie-movieness of the thing. I 
succumbed more than once; its good parts are enough to recommend it, 
with serious reservations. But, dear God, 1 wish Jackson would shake off 
his addiction to gigantism, his apparent need to punch everything up three 
times as much as it needs to be. As the creators of another big-monster 
remake a few years ago found out, size isn't everything.

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'Holiday' Harassment

In pondering what I'd like for Christmas this year, 
I've come to the conclusion that since I already have 
"my two front teeth," all I want for Christmas is the 
quick and long-overdue death of spineless, politically- 
motivated subversions of the English language.
